Supreme Court Denies Writ 
Asked for by Democratic 
Legislative Candidate. 


The electi« a ballots which will 
be presented N e b ra ^ a voters for 
use at the general election will not 
contain the party circle as usual. 
The suprem e court Tuesday denied 
the w'rit asked for by a dem ocratic 
candidate for the legislature in 
Saunders county who sought to 
have the law passed a t the last 
session of the legislature declared 
unconstitutional on the ground th a t 
it failed to meet the requirem ents 
of the constitution th a t “no act 
shall be amended unless the new 
act contain the section or sections 
so amended and the section or sec­ 
tions so amended 
shall 
be 
re­ 
pealed." 
It was the co ntentio n o f the ap­ 
plicant fo r the writ that as the 
law amended merely reached into 
the statute as It ex ists and to o k 
o ut a part, it was an amendato ry 
act. and as it did no t co ntain the 
sectio n amended it was inv alid. If 
he had been* successful, the party 
circle wo uld hav e been resto red. 
It w as argued by the attorney 
general and the dozen or more 
lawA'ers who filed briefs as friends 
of the court th a t the section of 
the conrtitution invoked did not 
apply because it w as not an am end­ 
atory but a complete, independent 
a c t 
It is presumed this was the 
basis of the court decision, an 
opinion in which will be filed later. 
The act itself reads: “Notw'itb- 
standing any more general law re­ 
specting elections, all official bal­ 
lots cast in election for public of­ 
ficers lAithin this state shall not 
contain thereon any party circle 
or provision for voting a straight 
party ticket by the m aking of a 
cross or m ark." 
It was argued 
th a t this legislation was clear cut. 
and its object for the public good 
since it ends straight party ticket 
voting. The party designation will 
appear on the ballot opposite the 
nam e of each candidate, but in 
order to vote for any candidate a 
m ark m ust be made opposite his 
name. 
The law bears the nam e of re­ 
publican Representative Cushing of 
Valley county , altho it is of demo­ 
cratic origin and passed by a demo­ 
cratic legislature. 
It was attacked 
by 
dem ocratic 
latk-v’ers 
from 
Omaha, where the percentage of 
illiterate voters is high, and where 
it was feared the new law would 
cost the party thousands of votes.

He sa id 
tha t “ regimenta tion mea ns the end 
of freedom; a nd a people tha t ha s 
lost its freedom does not long re­ 
ma in contented.”

The fa rmer must be given a ma r­

Lowering import du­ 
ties, it follow’s, is not the importa nt 
fa ctor in restoring tra de; the dol­ 
la r must be sta bilized by interna ­

something the 
president refused to do a fter ha v­ 
ing suggested the 
London confer­ 
ence. 
In ma king these sta tements Mr. 
Wa rburg ha s the 
ba cking of his­ 
tory a nd sound economics. 
Per­ 
ha ps w’ha t he sa ys ma y not move 
those of our citizens W’hose interest 
in government is confined to count­ 
ing W’ha t 
they get 
from govern­ 
ment in the 
w’a y of 
gra nts a nd 
doles. In fa ct, however, 
he recites 
fa cts upon the recognition of w’hich 
the future of the na tion ma y weU 
depend.

the one house system as un-Amer­ 
ican and opposed to a repub lican 
form of gov ernment. 
Soren.sen 
took issue with him on 
the un- 
American claim and pointed to the 
one-b ody 
system 
in 
American 
cities in refutation of the claims oi 
Mr. McKelv ie. 
Judge Chappell, 
president of the club , presided. 
Mr. 
Soren.sen announced that 
while the legislature of 19 35 would 
fix the numb er of legislators b e­ 
tween thirty and fifty prov ided in 
the amendment, it was almost sure 
to b e fifty, the maximum numb er.

NRA. you will find tha t the real 
truth 13 tha t very 
few 
existing 
codes now have a flat forty-hour 
provision. 
In virtually all codes 
there are m any exceptions (skilled 
workmen, etc.; and. furtherm ore, 
allowances are made for peak and 
tolerance production periods. Also, 
many codes have no overtime pro­ 
vision. V irtually no code provides 
against wage cuts where the work 
week is cuL 
It is only natural that employ­ 
ers will use these loopholes to keep 
their total labor expenses dowTX. 
They would not last long in busi­ 
ness if they didn’t. When forced 
to increase wages for one type of 
worker, they are able occasionally 
to m ake up tha t loss on another 
tj-p« of worker, not covered by tbe 
code. NRA insiders never m ay ad­ 
m it iL but they have statistical 
proof of m any instances in which 
the pay of skilled w orkers 
has 
been cut by industries working un­ 
der the codes.
